Guess it was just the week for 
things to go wrong because Anson had 
trouble with their equipment 
last 
week too. They were not quite as 
fortunate a s we w ere and ran several 
hours late getting their paper out. 
My father had surgery before the 
bad weather set in and was not able to 
work last week. And because of this I 
had hoped to get through earlier last 
week and try to help the Stamford 
American staff get their paper out. 
But the combination of bad roads and 
the equipment failure caused me to 
get to Stamford two or three hours 
later than anytime in the past couple 
of years.

Notice where the landow ners in the 
southern part of Jones County are 
getting organized to fight the efforts 
being m ad e to form three hospital 
districts in the county. You may have 
noticed in last week’s paper that a 
notice has been published indicating 
that a bill will be introduced into the 
Texas Legislature seeking a hospital 
district for Hamlin that will include 
about a third of Jones County and a 
part of Fisher County. 
Both 
Stamford 
and 
Anson 
are 
planning 
to 
in tro d u ce 
s im ila r 
legislation. This is what the land­ 
owners in the lower end of the county 
are fighting It is likely that they will 
be jo in ed by other la n d o w n e rs 
scattered over the county. 
We can sympathize with them since 
they claim that they would derive no 
benefits from such a district. But 
sympathy is about all we can offer 
them. A lot of us pay taxes for things 
that we receive little, if any, benefits 
from. But at the same time we benefit 
from a great many services that 
someone else pays for. 
Since those people live closer to 
Abilene 
than 
they 
do 
to Anson, 
Stamford or Hamlin they likely use a 
lot of services that the people of 
Taylor County pay for. 
There seems little question to us but 
that the people of Jones County need 
to have a hospital district or districts. 
The best choice seems to be the one 
that is being taken at the present and 
that is to divide the county three 
districts. 
Even those people in the southern 
part of the county might find someday 
that they are glad to be in a Jones 
County hospital district.

West told the council that this 
clause would permit them to 
pass along 65 percent of the 
increase in gas cost to the 
custom er And at the sam e time 
he said that if tho cost of gas 
went down the firm would pass 
along 65 percent of the decrease 
to the customer 
West said that the firm would 
not put the adjustment in effect 
in Hamlin for the present but 
did want the clause passed now 
He said that for the present the 
firm was receiving a fair return 
in Hamlin and that this was the 
reason no general rate increase 
was being sought 
Based on current gas prices 
the gas cost adjustm ent would 
mean about IO cents a month 
increase on the average bill if it 
were put into effect now .

Retired Teachers

Retired teachers who have 
not been covered by Social 
Security can now qualify for 
M edicare hospitalization in­ 
surance, 
according to word 
received here by Bob Hawes, 
local school superintendent, 
from the Texas Education 
Agency. 
According to the state agency 
a law passed by the 92nd 
Congress permits enrollment 
for persons attaining the age of 
65 who are not covered under 
Social 
Security or 
Railroad 
R e t i r e m e n t 
s y s t e m s . 
Enrollment is voluntary on an 
individual basis, although the 
law permits group coverage 
under agreements with HEW 
and public or private employers 
or organizations 
An 
individual 
has 
the 
responsibility for enrolling 
himself, but he may designate 
an agency that has agreed to 
collect and transmit premiums. 
Coverage will begin July I. 1973. 
Monthly 
prem ium s 
for 
hospitalization (Part A) will he 
$33 during the first year and will 
be payable starting June I In 
order to enroll in Part A, in­ 
dividuals must also enroll rn 
Part B (Physicians’ services 
and prescription drugs) at a 
cost of $5.80 a month. 
For those who are 65 or over, 
the initial enrollment period 
will extend through August 31, 
1973 For those attaining age 65 
after 
May 
31, 
1973, 
the 
enrollment period will be three 
months after their 65th birth­ 
day In subsequent years, the 
annual enrollment period will 
be January I through March I.
